RAM raiders left 
empty-handed after 
smashing the doors 
of a village fire 
station. 

The raiders are believed 
to have used a vehicle to 
crash the main doors of the 
fire station at Burwell on 
Monday night. 

They managed to get 
inside the station in Reach 
Road and are believed to 
have moved a generator. But 
nothing was stolen. 

The Cambridgeshire 
police helicopter was called 
in to search the area for the 
thieves and their vehicle. 

The incident put the fire 
station, manned by retained 
firefighters, out of action 
until a replacement fire 
engine was sent. 

Neil Newberry, assistant 
chief fire officer at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “The offenders 
gained access to the fire 
station by forcing the bay 
doors. They then searched 
the premises, but nothing 
appears to have been taken. 

“The bay doors have been 


damaged. This meant that 
for a period of time the fire 
engine at Burwell was not 
available to attend emerg¬ 
ency calls if it had been 
needed. 

“However, within two 
hours of the break-in occ¬ 
urring, we were able to 
provide a substitute fire 
engine for the crew to use to 
allow them to still respond to 


emergency calls.” 

Earlier this year raiders 
struck at the village’s 
Barclays bank branch when 
they used a vehicle to pull 
the cash machine out of the 
wall. 

It was left in the middle of 
Parsonage Lane outside the 
branch. 

It followed a previous 
attempt, about a year earlier, 


to steal the machine. 

Barclays have now moved 
the machine to a different 
location.

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Biker left injured after 
hit and run collision 

A MOTOR-CYCLIST was left with a 
hand injury after a collision with a car 
which drove off. 

The green Suzuki motor-cycle was 
wrecked in the crash, at the junction of 
the A11 and B1112 at Eriswell, at 
around 2.30pm last Thursday. 

It happened when the A11 was already 
affected by slow-moving traffic due to a 
broken-down lorry. 

The motor-cyclist was treated at the 
scene by paramedics and was taken 
home by the police. 

He was involved in a collision with a 
large light-blue metallic car which 
police said “left the scene”. 

The car was driven by a white man 
thought to have been in his early 60s. 
He had thin grey hair and was wearing 
a light blue shirt, shorts and glasses. 
There was also a young person in the 
vehicle.

Scheme for 96 homes 
given the go-ahead 


A MAJOR new housing dev¬ 
elopment has been given the 
green light. 

Councillors have approved plans to 
build almost 100 new homes in Soham 
- despite widespread concern from 
residents about the “excessive” density 
of the scheme. 

Suffolk-based property developers 
Hopkins Homes Ltd has been given 
permission to build the development 
on land north-west of Regal Drive, 
Fordham Road. 

The site will comprise 96 homes in 
total including 29 affordable dwellings,

20 of which will be rented. 

The development will also boast 0.8 
hectares of public open space, a play 
area and enhanced infrastructure on 
and around Fordham Road. 

But nearby residents have blasted the 
scheme as “overpopulated” and fear 
Soham cannot cope with such large 
developments. 

Valerie Wycombe, of nearby Brook 
Street, said: “Soham keeps getting more 
and more houses but what about more 


amenities and improved infrastructure 
to cope with them all? 

“Many residents have said how 
overpopulated this site will be yet it 
hasn’t stopped the plans being 
approved.” 

Concerns about increased traffic, 
increased pressure on drainage 
systems, overshadowing of nearby 
properties and the removal of hedge¬ 
rows were also raised. 

But East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
approved the plans last Wednesday, 
subject to the successful resolution of 


certain conditions. 

The report said: “It is considered that 
the proposal would provide additional 
housing in Soham, in accordance with 
the requirements of the core strategy 
and Soham Masterplan. 

“It is considered that the proposal for 
96 dwellings at a density of 29 dph gross 
provides a suitable use for the site, 
which is surrounded by other 
development and relatively close to the 
facilities of the town centre.” 

Soham Town Council and the 
Environment Agency had no concerns 
about the scheme.

“This has been a tough 
decision for me but does 
give me the opportunity to 
restructure my life following 
the advice of my doctors, to 
have a better balance 
between my professional 


commitments and my 
personal time for rest, 
exercise and relaxation.” 

Chairman Alastair Mc- 
Whirter said: “Carole truly 
has done the very best for 
people in Suffolk. Her drive 
and leadership has helped 
the NHS in Suffolk to make 
some incredible achieve¬ 
ments. The board and I are 
very sorry to lose her yet 
understand her decision to 
leave. She has done a 
remarkable job here in 
Suffolk and we look forward 
to building on that over the 
next few years.” 
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Former jockey 
harassed wife 
after release 
from prison 

A RACEHORSE trainer and 
former jockey harassed his 
estranged wife by phone before 
smashing a window at her 
home, a court heard. 

Nicholas Moore, 37, contac¬ 
ted her within days of being 
released from jail where he had 
been sent for breaching a 
suspended sentence imposed 
for a drink-related motoring 
offence. 

Moore, of Lowther Street, 
Newmarket, was released on 
bail to complete a rehabili¬ 
tation course for alcoholics and 
for the probation service to 
prepare a pre-sentence report. 

He admitted charges of 
criminal damage and harass¬ 
ment when he appeared before 
magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday. 

He was released on bail until 
September 6 on condition that 
he does not drink or buy 
alcohol, does not visit his wife’s 
home in Exning Road, New¬ 
market, or contact her at work. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, 
said the couple had been 
through a turbulent relation¬ 
ship due to Moore’s alco¬ 
holism. 

She said his wife received 
“alarming voicemails” inclu¬ 
ding one in which he threat¬ 
ened to kill her if she did not 
speak to him. 

He turned up at her home on 
May 21 and banged on the 
kitchen window which he 
smashed when she did not let 
him in. 

Mrs Miller said Moore’s wife 
had continued to be 
supportive of him and had 
been unsure about whether 
she wanted to continue with 
court proceedings. 

She was prepared to collect 
him from the Providence 
Trust’s centre in Bournemouth 
where he is due to complete a 
three-month course to tackle 
his alcoholism later this 
month. But she did not want 
him to contact her at work or 
visit her at home. 

Michael Whatley, mitigating, 
said: “He was a man, for whom, 
in his own words, one drink 
was too many and 999 was not 
enough.” 

He said Moore would 
regularly consume “one or two” 
bottles of vodka. 

He said Moore’s wife had 
been loyal to him and wanted a 
reconciliation - “but on her 
terms”. 


Shopping centre 
lead thief fined 

A MAN who was spotted 
stealing lead from the roof of a 
shopping centre has been fined 
£250. 

Stephen Cook, 27, was seen 
taking lead at the Rookery 
shopping centre in Newmarket 
and later arrested by police. 

Cook, of Selwyn Close, 
Mildenhall, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates court 
last Thursday when he ad¬ 
mitted a charge of theft. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£85 in costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

Opposition to 
new scheme 
for allotments 


A NEW plan to build 
houses on allotment 
land is facing opposi¬ 
tion - less than a year 
after a previous scheme 
was rejected by coun¬ 
cillors. 

The proposals to build on 
1.5 acres of land off St lohn’s 
Avenue, Newmarket, have 
been surrounded by contro¬ 
versy for a number of years. 

Part of the land was given 
up by Newmarket Allotment 
Association when there was 
less interest in “growing your 
own” than there is now. But 
the site also includes some 
active allotment plots. 

Objectors to the develop¬ 
ment have argued that the 
correct process to change the 
use of the land from 
allotments was never 
followed. 

But Forest Heath District 
Council, the former owners, 
passed it over to Kings Forest 
housing association in a

transfer of building plots. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council refused 
planning permission in 
November on the grounds 
that it would lead to a loss of 
allotment land. 

Councillors were also 
concerned that there was no 
“section 106” planning 
agreement which would offer 
benefits to the community. 

Now a new application, 
submitted on behalf of Kings 
Forest, is facing renewed 
opposition from residents 
who have highlighted traffic 
dangers and worries about 
“school run” traffic at Ditton 
Lodge Primary School 
opposite the site. 

The school is currently 
undergoing a £3 million 
extension and refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The current planning 
application for the develop¬ 


ment of the allotment site 
proposes 21 houses 
including eight “affordable” 
homes to be offered under a 
shared ownership scheme. 

But some objectors have 
suggested that a better use 
for the land would be as a 
parking area for the school. 

One said: “To promote 
bicycle use by pupils would 
be a disaster waiting to 
happen.” But The Design 
Partnership (Ely) which is 
acting for Kings Forest said 
the development was in a 
“highly sustainable location 
with good links to local 
services and public transport 
links.” 

The planning company 
said agreement had been 
reached with the allotment 
association over the 
surrender of the disputed 
land. 

East Cambridgeshire 
councillors are due to decide 
whether the latest scheme 
should be approved.

Inquest on woman, 

86, found at home 

AN inquest has opened on a woman 
found dead when emergency services 
were called to a report of a gas leak.

The inquest was opened by Suffolk 
coroner Dr Peter Dean at Bury St 
Edmunds police station. The hearing 
was adjourned for a further 
investigation into her death which 
police have said is “unexplained”. 

£10,000 win on Ernie 
with 1970 bonds 

A RESIDENT in Suffolk has won 
£10,000 in the August Premium Bond 
draw from £6 worth of bonds bought 
in 1970. 

A spokeswoman for Premium Bonds 
said: “There is a myth surrounding 
Premium Bond draws where some 
people believe only newer bonds win 
such high value prizes. And as you 
can see this is certainly not the case!” 


Bottle attacker 
escapes prison 


A NEWMARKET man 
who attacked a driver 
with a broken bottle 
while he sat in his car 
has been given a 12- 
month prison sen¬ 
tence. 

But a judge decided 
Phillip Emery had made 
sufficient progress while on 
bail for the assault that he 
suspended the sentence for 
two years. 

Emery appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court 
on Monday for sentence 
after admitting causing 
actual bodily harm to Scott 
Stroud on November 14 
last year. 

Ben Peers, prosecuting, 
said Emery, 33, left his 
home in Fordham Road, 
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early that day. 

He said: “The defendant 
left the property leaving a 
note on the floor and later 
sent a text message to his 
partner Helen Dobson 
saying he was dying. 

“Mr Stroud got a phone 
call from the defendant’s 
partner asking him to 
come to Newmarket.”" 

But when Mr Stroud 
arrived, he was confronted 
by Emery who became 
abusive. Mr Stroud got 
back into his car, drove 
away and parked. 

Mr Peers said: “The 
defendant walked up to the 
car, opened the driver’s 


door and thrust a bottle 
towards his head.” 

He said Mr Stroud 
blocked the blow but suff¬ 
ered an inch-long wound 
in his arm. 

He was treated at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
and required five stitches. 

Emery told police that 
Mr Stroud had been 
“ranting and raving” and 
though he admitted having 
a bottle, he initially denied 
he had assaulted him. 

David Taylor, mitigating, 
said Emery had not re¬ 
offended since he was 
released on bail in January 
and he was receiving care 
in the community for 
problems in his personal 
life. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 


told Emery: “You injured 
Mr Stroud with a broken 
bottle. You rightly pleaded 
guilty to the offence. 

“The sentence is J2 
months in prison. 

“The only issue is 
whether I can suspend that 
sentence.” 

He praised Emery’s eff¬ 
orts to use his time on bail 
productively and the steps 
he had taken to sort out his 
personal life. 

He suspended the sent¬ 
ence for two years and 
issued a two-year super¬ 
vision order. 

Emery was also ordered 
to complete J00 hours of 
unpaid community work 
and must not contact Mr 
Stroud for two years. 


Guineas pulls out of race sponsorship 


A SHOPPING centre 
has pulled out as 
sponsor of a popular 
mascot race after 
running into financial 
problems. 

Newmarket’s Guin¬ 
eas centre was to have 
sponsored the mascot 
race run by Newmarket 
Town Football Club.

Punch after rock 
gig leaves man 
with suspended 
jail sentence 

A ROCK music fan has been given a 
suspended jail sentence for punching a 
man after they clashed while “moshing” 
at a gig. 

Darren Pountney, 22, was given a J6- 
week jail sentence, suspended for two 
years, for assault by beating after a heavy 
rock club night at Cambridge United’s 
ground. 

Concurrent sentences were also 
imposed by magistrates for assaulting his 
former girlfriend, two cases of harassing 
her by telephone and text messages, 
illegal possession of cannabis and failing 
to turn up when bailed by the police. 

Pountney, formerly of The Street, Beck 
Row, was convicted of the assault after 
the rock gig following a trial at 
Cambridge magistrates’ court. The case 
was sent to magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds for sentencing with other 
offences in the Mildenhall area which he 
admitted. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said 
Pountney had clashed with Sean Griffin 
while they were dancing at the gig on 
February J2. The initial incident had 
been resolved when the pair shook 
hands and the door staff allowed them to 
remain. But outside there was a further 
confrontation in which Mr Griffin was 
punched and suffered bruising in the 
stomach area. 

She said the harassment involved 
more than 50 phone calls and text 
messages a day to his former girlfriend in 
April and again in July. 

There was also an incident on July 7 in 
which he pushed her causing her to fall 
on her knees. At the same time she fell 
against her aunt who was also hurt. 

Mrs Miller said police found the 
cannabis when they searched his room 
as they were following up the harass¬ 
ment complaint. 

Claire Lockwood, mitigating, said 
Pountney was already the subject of a 
community order imposed by Cam¬ 
bridge magistrates earlier this year and 
he now accepted his relationship with 
his ex-girlfriend was over. 

Pountney was also made the subject of 
a restraining order preventing him from 
contacting his ex-girlfriend or going to 
Nursery Close, Mildenhall, where she 
lives. The order also applied to her aunt. 

He was also subject to a J2-month 
supervision period by the probation 
service.

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Drinking ban 
case dropped 


TWO men facing court 
action to ban them from 
pubs and clubs have been 
told the case has been 
dropped. 

The action by Forest Heath 
District Council, with the support 
of the police, was withdrawn bec¬ 
ause it was “not in the public 
interest.” 

Drinking Banning Orders were 
being sought against Jake Day, 25, 
of Windsor Road, Newmarket, 
and Tomasz Kulig, 30, of Laureate 
Gardens, Newmarket.

They were among the first five 
people to face the banning orders 
in the Forest Heath district. 

But a first application, in May, 
against Dylan Houghton, of 
Carter Street, Fordham, was 
turned down by magistrates who 
ruled the ban was “disprop¬ 
ortionate”. 

The 29-year-old, who opposed 
the order, is currently on bail 
awaiting trial at Crown court 
accused of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

As part of his bail conditions he 
is banned from pubs and clubs in 
the town. 

Drinking Banning Orders were 
introduced nationally last year as 
part of the Violent Crime 
Reduction Act. 


They can be used against 
anyone who has been involved in 
criminal or disorderly conduct 
while under the influence of 
alcohol. 

The orders are a civil action but 
can be made by magistrates and 
can last between two months and 
two years. 

Breaching an order can result 
in a fine of up to £2,500. 

One order has already been 
granted in the Mid-Suffolk 
district. 

But so far no orders have been 
granted in Forest Heath. Two of 
the five original applications 
remain to be resolved. 

Hearings involving Curtis 
Miller, 23, of Wilfred Sherman 
Close, Newmarket, and Billy 
Reddick, 22, of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, have been 
adjourned until next month. 


Villains 
stopped 
in tracks m 
by eye in 
the sky 

A POLICE helicopter helped officers to 
recover more than £300,000 of stolen 
goods in a year and assisted them in 
the search for 46 missing people. 

The aircraft, which costs £500 an 
hour to fly, has patrolled the skies for 
four years after being 
bought by Cambridgeshire police 
for £3.9 million. 

It takes to the skies around 1,000 
times a year attending about two 
incidents each time it is launched, 
figures released by police reveal. 

From April 2008 to March this year, 
officers dealt with almost 4,000 
incidents by using the helicopter, 
locating and detaining 422 suspects. 
From April 2009 to March 2010 it also 
helped officers to find 50 stolen cars. 

Pc AJ Boddington, of air operations, 
said: “It is definitely good value for 



money. As an example, it would take 
an officer 450 hours to search an area 
that the helicopter can do in just 12 
minutes. 

“It is invaluable in finding missing 
persons. If a child goes missing we 
can quickly scan the area around the 
home and say to the officers on the 
ground they are definitely not there. 

“We can land in the middle of a 
field and arrest a suspect where 
officers on the ground would not be 
able to see them and find it difficult to 
reach them. The majority of our work 
involves searching for people.” 

The MD902 Explorer is bristling 
with state-of-the art features including 
night vision, a 30-million candle power 
searchlight, public address system, 
digital video recorders and room to 
carry an armed response team. 


During one day last month, the 
helicopter tracked down four fleeing 
suspects in two separate incidents. 

It tracked one car carrying two 
youths after volunteer medics were 
injured when their ambulance was 
forced off the A14. 

Two youths attempted to drive 
between two vehicles in a bid to 
escape police following a burglary in 
New Path, Fordham. 

The helicopter began tracking the 
car as the youths made their escape 
through rush-hour traffic along the 
busy A14. 

And two fleeing men were tracked 
down by the aircraft after thefts from 
cars in Wilburton. 

The helicopter can reach speeds of 
upto161mph, or 140 knots. 


‘Students turned off by unpaid placements’ 


STUDENTS and grad¬ 
uates seeking summer 
placements are being 
deterred by concerns 
about unpaid work and 
the lack of opportunities, 
according to a new poll. 

The National Council 
for Work Experience 
(NCWE) surveyed 1,165 
students and graduates 
and found 82 per cent are 
not aware of any 


schemes in their own 
region. 

It also found 74 per 
cent are turned off 
applying for placements 
because of concerns they 
would have to work for 
nothing while their 
student debt rises. 

In response, the NCWE 
is working with university 
careers advisers and 
companies across the 


East of England to help 
promote schemes avail¬ 
able through its Find Me 
a Student! initiative. 

The free online res¬ 
ource helps businesses 
find placement students 
and currently covers four 
counties including Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Heather Collier, direc¬ 
tor of the NCWE said: 
“Graduates desperately 


need some work experi¬ 
ence to add to their CV to 
make them a better 
prospect for employers, 
and with rising levels of 
unemployment this is 
vital. There are a lot of 
unpaid internships 
around at the moment 
but there are also many 
paid placements.” Visit 
www. work-experience, 
org for information.

A MAN exposed himself 
to a woman running a 
fast-food van in a lay¬ 
by, a court heard. 

Shaun Felstead, 33, 
appeared at Cambridge 
Crown Court to be 
sentenced for charges 
of affray and exposure.

willingly because you, our 
community, deserve nothing 
less.

Call to join letter protest after A14 meeting snub 


BUSINESS bosses are calling 
for people angry about the A14 
to bombard the Government 
with letters after transport 
ministers snubbed a plea for a 
meeting on the route. 

Huntingdon MP fonathan 
Djanogly asked Department 
for Transport chiefs to see him, 
so he could spell out his 
constituents’ worries about 
the Road to Hell. 

But the MP has been told by 
the department that the 
ministers “cannot be seen to 
have been influenced one way 
or another” - and therefore are 
“not allowed to meet anyone 
to discuss this road”. 

Cambridgeshire Chambers 
of Commerce boss fohn 
Bridge has appealed to 
residents and businesses to 
blitz the ministers involved 
with letters, complaining 


about the snub, and detailing 
the problems they have using 
the A14. 

The £1.3 billion upgrade of 
the A14 is looking unlikely to 
go ahead after the Secretary of 
State for Transport, Philip 
Hammond, warned there 
would be “much, much, less” 
cash available for new roads. 

The A14 project entails 
widening the road to three 
lanes in each direction 
between Fen Drayton and Fen 
Ditton, and also building a 
new dual carriageway between 
Fen Drayton and the Al. 

The scheme has been put 
on hold ahead of the 
Government’s spending 
review in the autumn, but 
community leaders in 
Cambridgeshire insist it is 
pivotal to the region’s recovery. 

Mr Djanogly said: “I and the 


other Cambridgeshire Con¬ 
servative MPs met, and we 
decided that improving the 
A14 was the biggest single 
infrastructure issue facing the 
county. 

“I said I would seek a 
meeting on their behalf with 
the ministers involved. But I 
have had a message back to 
say this cannot happen, which 
is very disappointing. I’m not 
clear at all why it cannot take 
place.” 

Mr Bridge, the chambers’ 
chief executive, said: “Invest¬ 
ment in its upgrade is crucial 
not just for Cambridgeshire 
but the surrounding region. 

“The Government’s refusal 
to even discuss the project 
with our elected represen¬ 
tatives would strongly suggest 
they are oblivious to the 
gravity of the situation.” 


Cambridgeshire Chambers 
of Commerce has published a 
letter on its website at 
www.Cambridge shire 
chamber.co.uk, urging local 
businesses and individuals to 
send letters to Government 
ministers and officials. 

Roads Minister Mike 
Penning said: “In view of the 
uncertainty over the 
availability of funding, it was 
decided to postpone the A14 
Ellington to Fen Ditton public 
inquiry. This and other 
schemes will be reviewed once 
the department’s spending 
allocation is confirmed. 

“While the statutory process 
is ongoing, I am unable to 
discuss the merits of the 
scheme with individual MPs. 
To do so would risk preju¬ 
dicing the outcome of this 
process.”

‘Staycation’ choice

motorised activities. 

Restrictions were imposed 
three years ago after a 
planning inspector con¬ 
ducted a public inquiry. 

The latest applications 
include proposals to increase 
the height of an existing 
earth bank around the kart 
track to improve noise 
reduction and an additional 
bank alongside the All. 

A statement from solicitors 
and planning consultants 
acting for the company says: 
“WildTracks has been 
operating successfully from 
this site for over 14 years, but 
in order to continue to 
survive in this difficult 
economic climate they need 
to be allowed to grow and 


develop the business and 
offer customers more from 
this site.” 

Jez George, director of 
football at Cambridge 
United, wrote in support of 
the scheme last December 
after visiting WildTracks. 

He said: “There is without 
doubt a need for such a 
facility and hundreds, if not 
thousands, of local people 
will benefit.” 

He said it would be a 
“prime location” for a 
development centre for girls’ 
football and said that United 
were “totally supportive” of 
the scheme. 

Another letter of support 
has come from fim Hill, 
Cambridgeshire FA’s 
development manager. 

But some residents, who 
have previously complained 
about the noise of motor¬ 


cycles, have expressed 
concern about the proposals. 

One suggested there was a 
“hidden agenda” in the 
applications which could 
lead to motor-cycle activities 
365 days a year up to 10pm. 

Concern was also 
expressed about flood¬ 
lighting which is due to be 
installed as part of the 
scheme. 

Cambridgeshire County 
CounciFs highways depart¬ 
ment has warned that 
around 2,600 20-tonne 
lorries would be needed to 
bring in the additional earth 
needed to increase the 
height of the banking. 

A highways engineer has 
suggested improvements to 
the entrance on the B1085 
road as well as an agreement 
over the routes that lorries 
would take.

“But for other venues, 
perhaps not.” 

She adds that when 
choosing your other 
suppliers, such as caterers 
and florists, it is good to 
check the terms and 
conditions of their services. 

COMMUNICATION IS KEY 
It doesn’t matter whether 
your budget is £500 or 
£50,000, if you don’t let those 
involved understand what 
you want, the money will be 
wasted. 

“The planning aspect of a 
wedding is crucial,” says de 
Bruyne. “The most helpful 
thing is to visualise and talk 
through your entire day, then 
put everything in writing. 

“You might have visualised 
that the flowers will be in one 
place, but if this is not noted 
down and conveyed to the 
staff who are running your 
day, then it won’t happen.” 

For those who think they 
need help, but can’t afford a 
wedding planner, consider 
coercing a friend into 
helping. 


“It is good to talk through

people.” 

“Money doesn’t necessarily 
buy a happy wedding day”, 
de Bruyne concludes, “and it 
certainly doesn’t buy good 
taste. 

“Some of the absolute best 
weddings I’ve seen have been 
on a shoestring budget. 
Couples think of ingenious 
ways to make their budget 
stretch. One couple had a 
weekday wedding. This 
meant they could invite 
everyone they felt obliged to, 
but only really close family 
and friends were willing to 
take the day off work.”

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A girl’s best friend helped 
inspire a fresh start in life 



Emma Robinson’s dog Wilson was an incredible source of 
comfort after she lost her husband Paul to cancer. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN 


L YING flat on his 
back, all four 
golden paws in 
the air, Wilson the 
cocker spaniel is a 
picture of 
contentment. 

Looking down at her 
adored dog, owner Emma 
Robinson can’t help 
smiling. 

“He’s part cocker 
spaniel, part human that 
one,” she says. “He’s such 
a character. And I can’t 
tell you how brilliant he’s 
been.” 

The last few years have 
been tough for Emma. 
First she lost her mum to 
cancer and then, just 
three weeks before they 
were due to marry, her 
fiance Paul was 
diagnosed with cancer 
too: told it was terminal, 
he was given a year to 
live. 

Tragically, Paul lost his 
battle with the disease in 
the autumn of 2008; the 
couple had been married 
just nine months. 

“It took me about six 
years to persuade Paul to 
get a dog. I’ve always 


loved dogs and he was 
convinced a puppy would 
get more attention than 
him,” laughs Emma, 31. 

“In the end I just 
phoned a breeder. But, 
from the moment he 
arrived, Paul loved 
Wilson. And Wilson was 
amazing when he was ill: 
he never once jumped on 
him; he was really 
gentle.” 

Emma, who lives in Ely, 
says losing Paul really 
changed her perspective 
on life. Before he fell ill, 
she worked in sales. “It 
was a very target-driven 
job, it was all about sales 
figures and reports,” she 
explains. “When he died I 
realised that’s not what I 
wanted any more, that 
other things were more 
important - like doing a 
job which makes me 
happy.” 

As a cocker spaniel, 
with lovely curly gold 
locks, Wilson needs 
regular haircuts. “I took 
him to various places, but 
I could never get it done 
quite the way I like it,” 
explains Emma, who 
prefers, for example, to 


leave Wilson’s whimsical 
long eyebrows 
untrimmed; they are, she 
says, part of his character. 

“I’d always wanted to 
work with dogs - I’ve 
always adored them - so 
training as a groomer 
seemed a good idea,” says 
Emma. “As soon as I 
started the course, I knew 
it was the right job for 
me. 

“Dogs give humans so 
much love, unconditional 
love; it’s really nice to be 
able to give some of that 
love back. Some dogs, 
especially the ones with 
long coats, come in with 
dirty, matted fur - but 
they leave looking and 
feeling like puppies 
again.” 

Training at the College 
of West Anglia in Milton, 
Emma completed her 
first NVQ course - which 
normally takes a year - in 
just six months; going on 
to do a higher 
qualification straight 
away, she was crowned 
Student of the Year by her 
tutors. 

She launched her own 
business, kitting out a 
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Memories: Emma and Paul in 2008, the year that he lost his life. 


special dog grooming 
salon at her Ely home, 
this summer. Called 
Handsome Hounds, it 
offers everything from 
scissoring and hand¬ 
stripping to nail clipping. 

“I was brought up with 
dogs,” Emma continues. 
“The first one I 
remember was a Springer 
called Tina; then we had 
a Labrador - he was my 
best friend in the whole 
world.” 

Climbing up onto his 
mum’s lap, Wilson settles 
down for a snooze; 
laughing again, Emma 
admits he has ‘a really 
hard life’. 

“When Paul was in 
hospital, and then after 
he died, it would have 
been awful to come 
home to an empty 
house,” she adds. 

“But I knew Wilson was 
waiting here - and would 
be really pleased to see 
me.” 

In the summer of 2007, 
after suffering from 
bouts of excruciating 
heartburn and stomach 
ache, Paul was found to 
have a secondary growth 
in his liver. Tests showed 


it was the result of a rare 
and fast-moving 
carcinoma; the primary 
cancer was never found. 

“I can remember 
seeing other young 
couples in the street and 
feeling so angry,” says 
Emma. “To me, it always 
seemed they were 
planning their future: I 
thought ‘How can they 
plan forever, when Paul 
and I can’t even plan 
tomorrow?’...” 
Undergoing aggressive 
chemo, Paul seemed to 
rally. But then doctors 
said the medication had 
ceased to work. 

Opting to end 
treatment, Paul died 
within a matter of weeks. 

“He was amazing. I 
know he hid a lot from 
me to protect me, but I 
think I was the one who 
couldn’t accept it,” 
admits Emma. “On the 
Sunday he sat with all the 
family and had a roast 
dinner; it was almost like 
normal. He died on the 
Tuesday.” 

Paul had planned his 
Humanist funeral: the 
soundtrack included ‘lots 
of Bob Marley, including 


Don’t Worry, Be Happy’. It 
was after that, 
remembers Emma, that 
reality bit. 

“I’d left my job to look 
after Paul; I just wanted 
to be with him,” she says. 
“Caring for him had been 
my whole purpose in life 

Thanks to her new 
career and, says Emma, 
meeting a ‘really lovely’ 
new partner, she is now 
able to look to the future. 
“When Paul was ill I 
remember my dad saying 
‘Something good always 
comes out of a bad 
situation’,” she continues. 

“At the time I didn’t 
want to hear it: I didn’t 
want to be in the bad 
situation in the first 
place. But going through 
all that really has pushed 
me to live my life to the 
full, do all the things I 
want to do. 

“I want to do lots of 
travelling: I want to do it 
for Paul, for my mum, for 
me and for my new 
partner. I want to carry 
on working with dogs. 
And, more than 
anything, I want to be 
happy...”

‘Life-saver’ nominated 


NICK Bennett - left to live his life in a 
wheelchair after a crash as a boy 
racer - is one of the first to be nomin¬ 
ated in this year’s Cambridge News 
Community Awards. 

Nick was 17 he was involved in a 
collision in 2002. He had just passed 
his driving test when he tried to 
overtake two vehicles - and hit a 
lorry head-on. 

His life was saved by emergency 
medical charity Magpas, but his brain 
stem was seriously damaged. 

Nick, now 25, lives independently 
in a specially-adapted home in 
Papworth Everard. 

In the years since the collision he 
has repaid Magpas by raising more 
than £10,000 through a series of 
challenges - including a sponsored 
skydive which raised more than 
£7,000. 

He has also raised thousands of 
pounds for Headway Cambridgeshire, 


the head injuries charity. 

On top of that, he gives lectures,

Much ado about rock a 
pure joy to experience

IT’S that refreshing time 
of the year, when we can 
sample the August 
delights of Newmarket 
and in particular, 
Newmarket Millennium 
Youth Theatre’s annual 
production, at The Kings 
Theatre. 

This is the 11th summer 
school and the 11th production 
and it is almost unbelievable 
that in just eight days prior to 
performance, the whole show 
was put together from start to 
finish.

Julian Bruton brought us 
more laughter as the Toothy 
Padre, with Ebony 
Chamberlain-King and Lucy 
Turner as Sister Mary Michael 
and Sister Mary Therese. 

There were some excellent 
teamings with Leo Selby and 
Stefan Stavrakakis as Hero and 
Claudio, and it was great to 
have their musical numbers 
with Young and In Love and 
Leo’s amazing version of Stay 
With Me. 

Tom Bunting was superb as 
the confirmed bachelor Captain 


Benedict, with his vocal 
introduction of Bachelor Boy, 
and his own stripper scene 
was carried off with such 
panache and had the audience 
around me in hysterics at one 
point. 

Dani Scharpf as Beatrice 
showed an incredible vocal 
ability, with power yet 
gentleness and sensitivity with 
her When A Man Loves A 
Woman and / Heard It Through 
The Grapevine and as with so 
many of the youngsters, she 
showed total dedication to her 
own part in the production. 

A true stalwart of the 
company, over the years is 
Liam Corbett and the part of

admirably. Frederik 
Koopmans turned in 
a suitably mean 
performance as the 
meaner of the two 
brothers, Col John 
De Ron. 

The dance 

routines were spectacular

The big film 


KNIGHT AND DAY (12A, 109 mins) 
Action/Comedy/Romance. Tom Cruise, Cameron 
Diaz, Peter Sarsgaard, Jordi Molla, Paul Dano, 
Maggie Grace, Marc Blucas. Director: James 
Mangold. 

TOM Cruise and Cameron Diaz have starred in some of the 
most financially successful and critically acclaimed films of 
the past 25 years, collecting numerous awards for their 
efforts. 

Yet put these two Hollywood superstars in the same 
camera shot and the results are lacklustre to say the least. 
Their first collaboration, Vanilla Sky, an English language 
remake of the clever Spanish thriller Abre Los Ojos (Open 
Your Eyes), was confusing, illogical and uninvolving, and 
lacked the style and intelligence of Alejandro Amenabar’s 
original film. 

Now these two talented actors reunite for James Mangold’s 
fast-paced action comedy that has lots of crash, bang but 
almost no emotional wallop. 

There is a seed of a good idea in Patrick O’Neill’s 
screenplay, but the actor turned writer doesn’t yet have the 
experience to knit together the comedy and action elements 
into a fluid and coherent narrative. 

Screen chemistry between the leads never catches fire, 
even when entire buildings are exploding around them. 

June Havens (Diaz) is an unassuming Midwestern gal, who 
is in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

Boarding a flight bound for Boston, June is unexpectedly 
caught in the crossfire of a mid-air shoot out between 
paranoid government agent Roy Miller (Cruise) and gun- 
toting assassins. 

“I shot the first pilot, he shot the second... it’s just one of 
those things,” smirks Roy nervously. 

June wakes the next morning, in her bed, believing that her 
high altitude adventure was nothing more than a bad 



dream, only for Miller to abduct her from a diner in front of 
would-be suitor, Rodney (Blucas). 

The young woman is now marked for death and must 
quickly learn the tricks of the spy trade to stay alive and 
avoid an early grave at the hands of Antonio (Molla) and his 
henchmen. 

Meanwhile, CIA director Isabel George (Davis) and Agent 
Fitzgerald (Sarsgaard) try to persuade June that Roy is a 
rogue spy who must be stopped before he hands a newly 
discovered perpetual energy source to US enemies. 

Knight And Day gallops across the globe from Boston to 
Salzburg and finally to Seville for a spectacular finale during 
a bull run. 

Cruise limbers up for the physical demands of Mission: 
Impossible IV, scheduled for release next summer, with a 
series of bruising stunt sequences and Diaz gets battered 
too behind the wheel of a car in the centrepiece chase. 
However, it’s hard to muster concern about Roy and June 
when the screenplay pays such scant attention to character 
development. 

Myriad villains are cardboard cut-outs. 

The twist is heavily signposted and the lead stars seem to 
be bulletproof when lesser mortals would be riddled with 
bullets and bound for the mortuary slab.

Stunning gardens 
in austere times 


A s hard times 
continue, with 
more cutbacks 
and job losses on the 
cards, many people are 
still tightening their 
belts - but there are easy 
ways to save money on 
gardening. 

So says celebrity gardener 
Chris Beardshaw, who insists 
you don’t have to buy loads of 
new plants, liquid fertilisers 
and bug killers to enjoy a rich 
and bountiful garden. 

At the recent Tatton Park 
Show in Cheshire, many 
gardens demonstrated more 
austerity measures and still 
looked stunning, says Chris, a 
regular on BBC Gardeners’ 
World. “A lot of the processes 
are so simple. 

“To save money, sow your 
own seed from hardy annuals 
in autumn to cover areas of 
bare or cultivated ground. If 
you go to nurseries or garden 
centres in autumn they are 
selling off some of the seed 
stock cheaper which was 
designed for spring.

“It still has huge viability, so 
you are going to get good 
germination rates at a fraction 
of the price. By spring the 
plants are starting to flower. 

“Nigellas and calendulas 
and digitalis create a 
wonderful floral tapestry. You 
can get several square metres 
covered for just a few pounds.” 
He says communities of 
gardeners should get together 
to swap plants, seeds and tips. 

“Herbaceous perennials 
revel in the opportunity to be 
lifted and divided. It 
reinvigorates them. Most of us 
have geriatric herbaceous 
perennials that would 
welcome being divided up 
and passed on to other 
gardeners and suddenly you 


have plants for free. 

“Wild geraniums, 
heucheras, alchemillas and 
many herbs such as mint and 
thyme can all be easily lifted 
with a garden fork, sliced 
through with an old bread 
knife and half of it plunged 
back in the ground where it 
was. The plants and the 
gardeners benefit.” 

As summer progresses, you 
can collect seeds from many 
plants. Place a brown paper 
bag over the heads of oriental 
poppies, securing it with an 
elastic band, and when the 
seeds start to rattle cut off the 
stem and turn it upside down, 
hanging it in a cool, dry place, 
to let the seed dry. 

Soon, you’ll have thousands 
of seeds from one poppy head. 
Do the same with digitalis. 

If you have a wild area with 
such weeds as nettle and 
comfrey, you can also make 
liquid feed which will be just 
as effective as any chemical 
product you might find in a 
garden centre, he says. 

“People spend far too much 
money on food for their 
plants,” says Chris. “We reach

too readily for artificial 
fertilisers. 

“If you are growing plants 
like comfrey or you have an 
area of the garden where 
nettles grow, you can create 
comfrey and nettle tea just by 
harvesting the plants, filling a 
bucket with fresh leaves, 
pouring over hot water and 
topping it with cold water and 
then letting it steep for about a 
week, straining off the 
sediment. The liquid can then 
be watered straight on to 


tomatoes. It’s as good a 
tomato food as anything 
you’re likely to buy in a shop.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH- 
Crocosmia 

Just as the spectacular 
blooms in the midsummer 
border start to fade, the fiery 
flowers of brilliant crocosmias 
appear at the end of dramatic, 
sword-like green leaves. 

In my own garden, the 
spikes of C. ’Lucifer’, a sizzling 
red variety, stand majestic 
next to burnt orange 


helenium creating a striking 
clash of hot colours. 

Crocosmias provide the 
focal point and architectural 
interest in borders and are 
available in yellows, oranges 
and reds. 

Plant corms in spring and 
cover with a dry mulch in 
winter. Other good varieties 
include C. x crocosmiiflora 
‘Emily McKenzie’, with its 
bright orange flowers, while 
‘Lady Hamilton’ has golden 
blooms.

There were significant 
advances in Ford 
commercial vehicle (CV) 
sales in July.

PAT McAleese aims to deal Lee Noble a 
knockout blow when they meet again for the 
British Masters light-middleweight crown 
next month. 

The Newmarket boxer remains unbeaten, but 
was held to a draw by Noble in their first 
meeting in March.

“I’d only boxed 13 days before and I’d peaked 
for that, but I carried on training and remember 
on the day of the fight I’d felt really weak and 
shaky. 

“When I look back, I should have pulled out, 
but I still felt I won the fight. 

“It’s all part of a big learning curve, but he’s 
going to get a big shock because it will be a 
different Pat McAleese this time.” 

Former British Masters middleweight 
champion Noble was stopped in his last bout in 
May and McAleese hopes he can prey on any 
weaknesses. 

He said: “He’s constantly talking, but I know 
what’s coming. 

“I know he fancies it and he’s going to be in 
there to win, but I’ve gone back to the drawing 
board and been working on a lot of things that I 
feel I could do better. 

“I haven’t taken my eye off the ball at all, so 
now it’s down to business.” 

McAleese had to pull out of a planned 
warm-up contest in June after suffering an 
elbow injury in training, but insists he is ready 
for his first 10-round battle. 

He said: “It’s holding up fine and I’ve been 
sparring every day lately.

HARBINGER has been hailed as 
“one of the all-time greats” after 
injury forced connections to 
announce the colt’s retirement 
from racing. 

The four-year-old became the 
highest-rated Flat horse in the 
world after his breathtaking 
11-length triumph in last month’s 
King George VI And Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

But less than a fortnight before the 
colt’s next intended target, the 
luddmonte International at York on 
August 17, Harbinger fractured his 
near-fore cannon bone on the 
gallops in Newmarket on Saturday 
The son of Dansili underwent 
surgery later that day, but 
connections felt it was too much of 
a risk to return the Sir Michael 
Stoute-trained star to the 
racecourse. 

Harry Herbert, racing manager for 
Highclere Thoroughbred Racing, 
said in a statement issued on 
behalf of the colt’s 12 owners, the 
Admiral Rous syndicate: “Thanks 
to the professionalism of the 
veterinary surgeons - Bruce Bladon 
of O’Gorman Slater & Main, 
Andrew Bathe of Rossdale & 
Partners and Antony Clements of 
Baker & McVeigh - the operation 
which was undertaken at Rossdales 
Hospital in Newmarket has been 
very successful. 

“We are pleased to report that 
thankfully the horse is recovering 
well. The decision to retire 
Harbinger is based on the welfare 
of the horse, which is paramount.” 
After York, Harbinger - who has 
accrued more than £770,000 in 
prize-money-was due to cross the 
Channel to contest the Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe, a race for which he 
was also favourite. 

Herbert said: “In winning the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Royal Ascot so 
impressively and then producing 
one of the greatest performances of 
all time to win the King George VI

and Queen Elizabeth Stakes by 11 
lengths in record time, Harbinger 
has confirmed himself as one of 
the all-time greats.” 


Ryan Moore rode Harbinger on 
eight of his nine career starts, but 
Olivier Peslier was on board in the 
King George and he compared the 
colt with the mighty Goldikova, the 
10-time Group One-winning mare. 
“He is an exceptional horse. Riding 
him is a lot like riding Goldikova,” 
said Peslier. 


“To run in a race like the King 
George and win that easily, it is very 
rare. I have ridden horses who have 
won by many lengths, but to win by 
11 lengths in a race like that is 
exceptional. Goldikova is the best I 
have ridden over a mile, but over a 
mile and a half it has to be 
Harbinger.”
